Attention Parents 
O f Hondo School Kids 


Operation Alert wi l l be observed Friday, 
April 17, in all the city schools, public and paro­ 
chial. CONELRAD stations will signal the “attach 
alert" at 10:30 A. M., and local schools will put 
defense plans into effect at 11:30 A. M. At that 
time, warning sirens or bells will sound in all the 
schools, and the local fire siren w i l l sound the 
alert for the townspeople. 


Parents are requested to follow an orderly 
procedure in coming after their children at the 
various schools. The children will be told Thurs­ 
day where their pickup spot will be, and the par­ 
ents can get such information from their children 
Thursday night. 


Parents MUST NOT anticipate the alert and 
come for their children b e f o r e the fire siren 
sounds. To do so will defeat the purpose of hav­ 
ing the evacuation. Members of the local fire de­ 
partment will be at each school to direct traffic. 
Children whose parents cannot come after them 
will be placed in the hallways where teachers will 
be in charge. 


The alert will end at 12:00 noon, and chil­ 
dren are expected to be in school at the regular 
time Friday afternoon. 


The above plan has been worked out to pro­ 
tect school children when as rn u c h as an hour 
elapses between the alert and the estimated time 
of an enemy bombdrop.

Twelve In Family 
Miss Sudden Death 


“ We thought a jet had broken 
the sound barrier,” said Sandra 
Sollock in relating her experien­ 
ces of the explosion that wrecked 
her grandparents’ home in De- 
vine Tuesday about I p.m. 


Twelve members of the William 
Sollock family had just finished 
lunch and all were outdoors when 
the explosion took place. William 
Sollock was about 12 feet away 
from the side of the house, walk­ 
ing past his pick-up truck and 
the force of the blast threw him 
across the hood of the pickup for 
a distance of about 20 feet. When 
he regained consciousness, his 
only injuries were a scratch on 
the right side of his face and a 
sore wrist. 


Mrs. Sollock was about IOO 
feet away from the house hang­ 
ing up clothes on the clothes lines 
when flying glass cut her arm, 
necessitating a number of stitch­ 
es. She and her little granddaugh­ 
ter, Donna Sollock, 5, suffered the 
most serious injuries. Donna had 
left the car in front to go to the 
rear of the house to get her daddy, 
Martel Sollock. She had a few 
stitches taken in her forehead 
and was scratched by flying frag­ 
ments of glass. 
Martel Sollock had been operat­ 
ing a fogging machine at the 
back of the house, treating the 
house for termites, etc. He had 
just shut off the machine when 
the explosion rocked the house 
and he was blown back about 
25 feet to the fence line. Al­ 
though he was at the place where 
the most intensive damage occur­ 
red, he was uninjured. 
The house looked as if a bomb 
had gone off inside. Bath fix­ 
tures were blown helter-skelter, 
rugs were hanging in the rafters, 
parts of the stove were imbedded 
in the roof, the back wall of the 
h o u s e completely demolished, 
door frames were blown from the 
house, all the windows were shat­ 
tered and the entire contents of 
the house a loss. The roof peak 
of the house was prized open by 
the blast. 
Sandra, in telling her story, 
said that one of the younger child­ 
ren had asked to use a plate of 
her grandmother’s cherished set 
of imported china, but Sandra 
had told her that her grandmoth 
er didn’t want that set broken 
because one of her sons had sent 
it to her when he was overseas. 
Sandra pointed out the shards of 
china that littered the floor and 
commented, “ — and that’s what 
is left of it now.” 


Mr. Sollock said he had insur­ 
ance on the house but not nearly 
enough to take care of the trem­ 
endous loss they experienced. He 
stated that none of them knew 
what had caused the blast al­ 
though some thought that an ac­ 
cumulation of gas in the walls of 
the house might have been res­ 
ponsible. 
The Sollocks have six boys and 
they plan to stay with one of 
them until they can rebuild.

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Education And School Boards 


In these days of super governments 
and growing centralized authority over 
our lives, it is good to be reminded that 
in a few areas there still remains real 
old-fashioned local control. A good ex­ 
ample of this is the local school board. 
Dr. Paul Woodring, a consultant for the 
Fund for the Advancement of Education, 
says that: “Voters ought to study the can­ 
didates for school boards just as care­ 
fully as they do candidates for Congress.” 


The Board holds the legal respon­ 
sibility for public education, it hires the 
superintendent, is responsible in t h e 
broad sense for school policy and has the 
final say on the budget within the limit 
of state laws. 


A good board member has definite 
ideas on the subject of education. He 
knows the difference between policy mak­ 
ing and administration. He doesn’t try to 
tell the principal how to run the school. 


Everyone should occasionally attend 
a school board meeting. Local control of 
the nation’s schools is as vital as freedom 
of the press or any other freedom. Fancy 
school buildings do not make educated 
citizens. Education begins with qualified 
teachers, backed up by an a b l e school 
board, elected by the people of each com­ 
munity. You owe it to yourself and your 
community to exercise your privilege of 
helping to elect the right people to run 
your local school system. No one else can 
do it. 


REMEMBER WHEN 


IF YOU WERE THE EDITOR 


There is nothing easy about running 
any business. 


But, surely, those businesses which 
deal with human nature are more dif­ 
ficult than those businesses which deal 
with things. 


Surely, nothing is more complex, less 
cut-and-dried, than people. 


The business of editing a newspaper 
is the business of recording what people 
do so that other people may know. 


The recording must be done with 
words — printed words. 


So, surely, editing a newspaper must 
be a very difficult business. You must 
find out what people are doing, write it 
with words that are often less than pre­ 
cise in meaning, so that other people may 
understand what happened that day. 


Why bother to have newspapers and 
editors? 


Walter Williams, the first dean of 
Missouri’s School of Journalism, has been 
quoted as saying: 


“The newspaper profession is the 
most important of all professions. I be­ 
lieve this because sooner or later all of 
Us die and go to heaven. In heaven no 
one will be sick, so doctors are not neces­ 
sary. In heaven there will be no crime, 
so lawyers are not necessary. But it is 
inevitable, that the people in the south 
end of heaven are going to be wondering 
w h a t the people in the north end of 
heaven are doing . . . ” 


But informing people is not just a 
matter of feeding their curiosity. 


It goes beyond that. 


Particularly in our democracy. 


In our way of life, it is necessary for 
the voter to know about issues and candi­ 
dates so that he c a n intelligently take 
sides and vote accordingly.

An editor has the job of presenting 
in print all sides of all issues for the vot­ 
ers to read if they want to. 


Of course, the editor can’t be per­ 
fect. No one is. But he is expected to ap­ 
proach perfection in presenting the truth. 


Beside political issues, there are per­ 
sonal issues. People in this country take 
living seriously. They insist on knowing 
who was born, who died, who was mar­ 
ried. 


The editor’s job is to help them find 
out about this. 


But the job goes still further. Peo­ 
ple also want to know who succeeded and 
who failed — in business, in their job, 
in their personal life. Personal life in­ 
cludes crimes against o t h e r people or 
society (all of us). 


The editor’s job is to help them find 
out about this. 


It isn’t easy. 


Truth itself is difficult to pin down. 


Ten people seeing the same accident 
will report to you ten different versions. 
The editor’s job is to use his profession­ 
al knowledge to sort from the ten versions 
that which appears to be the truth. Or, 
if there is enough doubt, to report to you 
the different versions, any of w h i c h 
might be true. 


It isn’t easy. It includes little perfec­ 
tion. 


This being so, most editors, includ­ 
ing the Ledger’s, use some fundamental 
guides. 


The most important of these guides 
is that which says: 


Be fair. Treat all people alike. Print 
the news “impartially without f e a r or 
favor . . . ”

It is wise to be cautious and not 
let fires start, but also wise to 
stay away from blazes, if they 
start, and let our firem en take 
over. 
While on the firem en topic, we

Babies And Plastic: 
Dangerous Combination 


Five T e x a s babies — all less when he pulled a plastic sheet 
than one year old—smothered in 
their sleep last year in freakish 
accidents i n v o l v i n g dispos­ 
able sheets of plastic material. 
The thin, adhesive plastic is in 
common use today for purposes 
ranging from packaging laundry 
and cleaning to making back yard 
hothouses. 
The deaths grimly accentuate 
the growing danger of using the 
lightweight material to protect 
bedding on a baby’s crib. 
An eight month old boy died in 
Irving on June 7 during his morn­ 
ing nap. He was discovered with 
his head covered by a makeshift 
plastic crib sheet. The immediate 
cause of death was said to be 
suffocation. 
In Victoria on September 28 a 
five month old boy smothered 
u n d e r 
similar 
circumstances

over his face. 
A four month old Freeport girl 
suffocated on July 12 when she 
rolled over in her crib into a 
plastic bag. 
On August 16 a seven month 
old Hamlin girl smothered when 
she became entangled in a plas­ 
tic sheet thrown over her bed to 
protect the bedding. 
A plastic crib cover inadvert­ 
antly pulled over his head caused 
the suffocation death on Novem­ 
ber 26 of a four month old Tyler 
boy. 
Disposable sheets of plast i c 
have been boons to busy mothers 
of infants because of time saved 
in laundering bedding. But the 
only safe plastic bedding protect­ 
or is the type made specifically 
for that purpose—one which can 
be stitched to the mattress or 
tucked under it. 
Piecing flimsy laundry or clean­ 
ing bags together to make a sheet 
can be fatal for a baby. 
To prove the point, examine one 
of the bags the laundry uses to 
package shirts. Although perfect 
for that use, note how it clings to 
human skin. 
Hold it to your face. Notice 
how quickly and effectively it 
throttles your breath when you 
inhale. Imagine that happening to 
an infant lying helplessly in its 
crib. 
The bags come in handy for a 
great many things around t h e 
house and yard. But using them 
in a baby’s bed isn’t one of them 
(A weekly public service feature 
of the Health Education Division,

Children May Not Work 
On Farm During School 


With the coming of spring plant­ 
ing, Texas farmers were remind­ 
ed today that w h i l e the i air 
Labor Standards Act perm i t s 
children of any age to work on 
farms after school and during 
vacation, it prohibits farm work 
by children under 16 during school 
hours. 
Child-labor provisions apply to 
local youngsters and ch.ldren of 
migratory workers alike. The on­ 
ly exception to the law is in the 
case of children working exclus­ 
ively for their parent or legal 
guardian. 
To make sure of the age of 
any young worker he hires, the 
farmer should ask for and obtain 
an age certificate. These certifi­ 
cates, which serve as proof of 
age for purposes of the Act, can 
be obtained in Texas from the 
Texas Employment Commission, 
as a public service. 
The child-labor provisions ap­ 
ply to farmers whose crops go 
either directly or indirectly into 
interstate or foreign commerce. 
A farmer must observe the law 
if he has reason to b elieve that 
his crops — either in their ori­ 


ginal form or processed 
will 
eventually cross State lines. 
Additional information a b o u t 
the Act to children working on 
farms can be obtained from the 
Wage and Hour Division Office 
in Dallas, Ft. Worth, Houston, 
San Antonio, or El Paso.

S A N T L E B E N B O O K " 


Durango. Mexico 
“This state lies in a northwest 
direction from the City of Mexico, 
and it is bounded on the north 
by C h i h u a h u a, on the 
east by Coahuila and Zacatecas, 
on the south by Jalisco, and on 
the west by Sinaloa, from which 
it is separated by the Sierra 
Madre range that sends out spurs 
of high mountains which also di­ 
vide the state. It has an area of 
42,510 square miles, and the cen­ 
sus of 1900 gave it 200,000 popula­ 
tion. The climate on an average 
is temperate, but it varies with 
the altitude. 
“The city of Durango is the 
capital of the state, and when 
I knew it in 1872 it had about 
28,000 inhabitants. The govern­ 
ment buildings are similar to 
those in other state capitals, and 
it also had a mint, three or four 
churches, a fine hospital, a thea­ 
ter, a place for bull-fighting, etc. 
The place was of considerable 
prominence as a commercial cen­ 
ter, although it had only a few 
industries, and all the freight to 
and from the place was hauled 
on wagons, etc. 
i suppose since the Mexican 
National Railroad was completed 
from C. P. Diaz to that point, 
and beyond to Tepehuanes, that 
the city has been greatly im­ 
proved. It only needed transpor­ 
tation facilities to make it one 
of the most important cities in 
the Republic, and when the road 
is completed to its destination on 
the Gulf of California, its ocean 
outlet and connections with all 
the railroad systems in the coun­ 
try, the benefits the city will re ­ 
ceive cannot be overestimated. 
“ The state is known to be rich 
in minerals of all kinds, but the 
mines have only been developed 
successfully in recent years. Its 
gold and silver mines were work­ 
ed profitably u n t i l they were 
abandoned on account of Indian 
incursions and civil wars. Valu­ 
able mines of copper, lead, and 
other metals have been discov­ 
ered, and the inexhaustable iron 
mountain, known as Cerro del 
Mercado, is said to be one of 
the richest deposits of iron ore on 
t h e American continent. Move­ 
ments have been recently made 
towards utilizing the ore by es­ 
tablishing one of the largest steel 
plants in the country. 
"The principal river is the Rio 
del Nazas, that runs through the 
state one hundred and fifty Amer­ 
ican miles, and on both sides of 
its wide valley are many beauti­ 
ful haciendas and plantations that 
produce every variety of grain 
and other agricultural products 
adapted to that region. The Rio 
del Tunal and El Reno de las 
Palms also have large valleys of 
tillable land through which they 
flow. These and other stream s 
afford an abundance of water for 
irrigating purposes and the culti­ 
vable land in the state is capable 
of sustaining a large population 
Live stock of all kinds do well, 
and there are many large ranches 
devoted to the raising of cattle, 
horses, sheep and goats. 
With the foregoing, Mr. Santlc 
ben closes his story save for an 
Appendix. 
It fills eight c I o s e I 
printed pages in which he gives 
the names of Mayors and Alder 
men of the city of San Antonio 


f.om its incorporation, June, 1837, 
to May 1909, thus covering a per­ 
iod of 72 years of the city’s his­ 
tory. 
While a valuable recital from 
a historical standpoint, which 
must have entailed much re­ 
search by its compiler, a mere 
recital of the names and dates 
here would be dull reading, and 
we shall be content with reciting 
a few, to show the type, begin­ 
ning with the first:— 
“September 19, 1837, to March 
9, 1838. Mayor, John W. Smith. 
Aldermen: Manuel M a r t i n e z , 
Francisco Bustillo, Ramon Tre­ 
vino, Pedro Flores M o r a l e s , 
Gabriel Arreola, Rafael Herrera, 
Francisco Granado, Francisco A. 
Ruis. 
Several of the mayors served 
a number of terms, and not al­ 
ways successive in the order; for 
instance, J. M. Devine, Jan. ’49 
to ’50; ’50 to ’51; ’53 to ’54; ’56 to 
’57, and from Jan. I ’57 to June 
30 the same year. 
Bryan Callaghan is recorded as 
Mayor from Jan. 1846 to ’47 with 
C. F. King as protem. From ’49 
to ’50, Bryan Callaghan served 
Alderman 
during 
Devmc's 
term of Mayor. 
After a lapse of some 28 years. 
Bryan Callaghan became Mayor 
on Feb. I, ’85; was re-elected in 
’87, ’89, and ’91; was out two 
terms 
(filled 
successively 
by 
George Paschal; ’93 to ’95 and 
Henry Elmendorf; '95 to ’97) and 
was re-elected from Feb. ’97 to 
’99, succeeded by Marshall Hicks 
from ’99 to 1903, by J. P. Camp­ 
bell from Feb. ’03 to May of 
1905 when he was again elected. 
He succeded himself consecuti­ 
vely in May 1897 and May 1909. 
This was the last entry and 
closes the volume thus: — 
“May, 1897 to May 1909. 
Mayor Bryan Callaghan. 
Aldermen. B. J. Mauermann, 
W. J. Richter, John Bauer, E r­ 
nest Dietzman, J. T. Hambleton, 
J. R. Lambert, E. Arnaud, E. 
Menger, L. C. Thompson, C. C. 
Smith, A. L. Lockwood, K. J. 
Carey, Ed. Braden, E. A. Huehn.” 
Question: The copyist pauses 
here to inquire: 
Was the Bryan Callaghan that 
figured so often and so long, as 
related above, the same man? 
Or did the honor go down the 
line from father to son, and possi­ 
bly to grandson? To borrow a 
time-worn phrase: “ We inquire 
to know!” 
Finis 
With this, the last installment 
of 
“ Quotes 
From 
Santleben,” 
which have run, without missing 
an issue, through some 83 con­ 
secutive issues of this paper, the 
writer completes his biggest sin­ 
gle chore as a newspaper con­ 
tributor, which began with a boy­ 
ish scribble to a children's de­ 
partment in a farm paper along 
about his "middle teens,” when 
a boy on a Mississippi postoak- 
hill farm. His boyish pride urged 
him on until he was trying him­ 
self out—and finding a publisher 
now and then, for his meterless 
verse and critical animadversions 
on politics before he was old 
enough to vote. From that school 
he “graduated” into the news­ 
paper business by the purchase 
of The Anvil in Castroville on 
Good-Friday in 1900. Since that 
date, and though he relinquished 


all financial interest in it by sale 
to the present owner in 1946, and 
for almost 7 years, from Jan. 
1915 to Nov. 1921, he was an 
employe of the State Department 
of Agriculture, during part of 
which time editing the Depart­ 
ment’s News Bulletin, if T h e 
Anvil — as Anvil and as Anvil 
Herald has issued a single num- 
without some m atter of his own 
composition contained therein, he 
does not recall it. 
Nothing he has done during 
that time has afforded him great­ 
er pleasure than helping in this 
manner to preserve, for the pos­ 
terity of those for whom Mr. 
Santleben wrote his story, what 
has been presented in these arti­ 
cles. 
"The privilege of doing so ac­ 
corded him by Mr. Berger, and 
the consummate skill with which 
his help has handled the m atter— 
every letter of which reached 
them 
scrawled in the writers 
“long-hand” with a soft pencil— 
is 
duly 
appreciated 
and 
our 
thanks are gratefully extended to 
all.
